The applicant argues regarding claim 1 on p. 10 (Remarks), lines 1-3, 9-12 & 28-29 that the Baum reference does not teach the insertion 
of both a pilot signal and a control signal. The examiner respectfully disagree. 

The examiner understood a common control channel can be one of the following: broadcast channel (BCH), a paging channel (PCH) or a 
common pilot channel (see also Rune, US publication 2002/0025815, paragraph 44, noted but not incorporated as a reference ). The 
examiner also separately noted but not incorporated as a reference Engstrom, US patent 6,084,871, where the broadcasted 
synchronization channel/information is different from the pilot channel/information. 

From this, the examiner understands that synchronization signals are distinct from pilot signals, and in the Baum reference, col. 9, line 41 
to col. 10, line 48, it "uses the corresponding pilot codes to transmit synchronization signals" in its broadcast (i.e. combining 
synchronization signals and pilot codes as "one form" and placing them in the designated slots of fig. 4-6). 

The examiner further compared Baum's fig. 4 to applicant's fig. 2 & its corresponding description, revealing a similar common pilot channel 
and common control channel signal combined into "one form" for each designated channel slots as shown. 

From the above statements, it is arguable that claim 1 limitations of "inserting a common control channel signal and a common pilot 
signal" may be of one form as described above. The claim limitations did not specifically indicate that the common control channel signal 
and the common pilot signal be distinctly of different forms [within a particular timeslot of applicant's fig. 2] 
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
